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DEATH AND FLIGHT 
MAKE YOKOHAMA 
A DESERTED ClTY 


Steamer’s Landing Party Re- 
ports That Only About a 
Tenth of Population of 
423,000 Remain.

PEKIN, Sept. 4.—There are about 


40,000 persens left in the city of 
Yokohama, all the rest being dead 
or having fled to places of greater 


safety, according to a landing party 
from the steamer Korea Maru, 
whose report on conditions was re- 
ceived here today. Yokohama’s 
population as given by the last enu- 
meration was approximately 423,- 
000. | 

The landing party, it is asserted, 
obtained evidence in support of an 
earlier story that an attack had been 
made on the new Premier, Count 
Yamamoto. The story, as relayed 
through them, was that the Count 
was attacked while attending the 
session at the Tokio Naval Club, at 
which the new Cabinet was outlined 
and which the earthquake interrupt- 
ed. The attacker’s aim, it was said, 
was frustrated by others present. 

Must Carry Own Supplies. 

The landing party sought to pro- 
ceed from Yokohama toward Tokio 
but was prevented from doing so by 
the police, who blocked the road and 
denied passage to all who were not 
carrying their own food supplies or 
could not prove the urgency of their 
mission in the stricken capital. 

Efforts of the legations here to 
communieate with Tokio thus far 
have been fruitless. 

Wireless messages intercepted 
from the Korea Maru state that fire 
is still raging throughout the city of 
Yokohama and thousands of home- 
less are concentrating in the city 
parks. Food supplies for the vic- 
tims are beginning to arrive, it is 
said. 

The messages report there wae a 
second severe shock at Yokohama 
at 6:30 o’clock last Saturday eve- 
ning.

— All 
members of the American Embassy 
staff at Tokio are safe. 

Ambassador Woods advised the 
State Department today in the first 
message received from him since the 
earthquake that none of the Em- 
bassy staff was injured, although all 
Embassy buildings were destroyed. 

The Ambassador said the food sit- 
uation was very acute and asked 
that rations be sent at once from the 
Philippine Islands. 

The message was sent from the 
Iwaki wireless station and was un- 
dated. It follows: 

‘‘All Embassy buildings totally de- 
stroyed, but no one in Embassy in- 
jured. Food situation very acute. 
Send rations at once from Philip- 
pines.”’ 

Three Cities Wiped Out. 

Coincidentally the State Depart- 
ment. received a _ dispatch from 
American Consul Davis, at Shanghai, 
saying that Tokio, Yokohama and 
Yokosuka had been “completely 
wiped out.” Casualties among for- 
eigners. he. said, had been “very 
numerous.”’ 

Conaul Davis confirmed that Max 
D. Kirjassoff, American Consul at 
Yokohama, and his wife are dead. 
The first information of the death of 
Consul Kirjassoff came in an Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch from Shaung- 
hal.

OSAKA, - Sept. 4-—Almost the 
whole of Tokio and Yokohama have 
been destroyed by earthquake, fol- 
lowed by fire. Two hundred thou- 
sand houses have been burned in 
the two cities. Water mains have 


been broken and food supplies de- 
stroyed by fire, so that the people 
are near starvation and suffering 
much from thirst. 

Martial law has been proclaimed 
and no one is allowed to enter the 
stricken districts at the capital, al- 
though thousands whose friends or 
relatives resided there have gathered 
about the city seeking entrance that 
they may at least find the bodies of 
their loved ones. Military apd naval 
forces have been gathered at the 
Imperial Villa at Nikko for use in 
controlling the situation, and other 
forces are on duty in Tokio itself. 

The air is filled with wildest ru- 
mors, including one that the new 
Premier, Count Yamamoto, was as- 
sassination within a few hours after 
formation of his Cabinet. There is 
no confirmation of this. 


Rapid Spread of Flames. 

The reason for the rapid spread 
of the fire which took such ag awful 
toll in Tokio came to light today 
when it was learned that the pipes 
conveying gas for lghting and 
heating purposes throughdut the 
city were broken by the earthquake, 
which shook and twistéd the ground 
almost unbelievably. The escaping 
gas caught fire in dozens of places, 
each outburst a torch that set afire 
dwellings on all sides of it.

At 5 o'clock three blank shells 
were fired from one of the destroy- 
ers.at the right end /of the battle 
line and the city police began to 
hurry the frightened and uncompre- 
hending crowds of civilians into the 
by-streets and toward their homes.

8000 Troops Landed. 
Before they reached the flagship, 
the Counte De Cavour, a white flag 
had been hoisted over the citadel 
and the firing ceased. Twenty five 
shells had been fired“into and over 
the town without one answering shot

Straw Hat Found. 

A straw hat was found in front of

Father Tondorf, Who First Re- 
ported Disturbance in U. S., 
Discusses the Tremors. |

WASHINGTON, 4.— The 
cause of the earthquake in Japan 
will not be known for many weeks, 
according to Father Francis Ton- 


dorf, astronomer and seismologist of 
the Georgetown University. It is 
likely, however, he added, that the 
tremors, will be found to have been 
“Tectonic,” or caused by the slipping 
of rock strata at great depths due 
to faulting or tensile cresses.

volcanic activity subsequently was 
the result and not the cause of the 
earthquake. Volcanic tremors, also, 
while sometimes exceedingly violent 
locally, are not widely distributed 
through the earth’s crust. 

Japanese scientists had advanced 
the theory that heavy rainfall in the 
northwest section of the Japanese 
islands added to the stress on un- 
derlying rock. 

Recalls Prophecy in 1921. 

In this connection, Father Tondorf 
recalled a prophecy made by a 
Japanese seismologist in June, 1921, 
that within six years Japan would be 
visited by a great quake.

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PETITION ASKS THAT 


COL. THORNTON RESIGN 


Commander of. 138th Infantry 
Declines to Discuss Request 
by Group of Officers. 


Col. Charles S. Thornton, com 
manding the One Hundred and 


Thirty-eighth Infantry, of the Na-, 


tional Guard of Missouri, declined} 


today to discuss the action of a num- 
ber of officers of the regiment, In- 
cluding the three bi ilion com 
manders, in preparing a petition re- 
questing his resignation 

Col. Thornton, who has been tak- 
ing his vacation in Colorado, ar- 
rived in the city last night, too lats 
to attend the. weekly meeting of 
officers at the armory. Because. o! 
his absence, no action was taken on 


the matter,of the petition. The next 
regular metting will take place Mon- 
day night, but it is possible that a 
special meeting may be 
that time. 

Ineffieiency Charge. 

The petition is based on a tech- 
nical charge of inefficiency. 
Col. Thornton's 
regiment say, as to this charge, that 
the regiment, at the recent State en 
campment in Nevada, received the 
highest ratings in its history. 

The staff and line officers, who 
elect the Colonel, have not the pow- 
er to discharge him, but this may be 
done by an efficiency board of thre: 
senior officers, 
Adjutant-General should see fit to 
name such a board, to hear com- 
plaints. 
Col. Thornton's opponents intend to 
carry the matter to this length. or 
whether they intend to resign if he 
disregarde their request. 

Reported Cause of Opposition. 

Apart from personal friction and 
from some disagreements on regi- 
mental business matters, the under- 
lying cause of the opposition to Co! 
Thornton is said to be a desire to put 
officers with recent overseas service 
in charge of the regiment's affairs. 
This desire has been increased by the 
official naming of the regiment ‘‘the 
138th,” the name under which the 
former First 
regiments saw overseas service 

Col. Thornton saw overseas serv- 
ice In the Philippine campaign ‘of 
1899. He was captain of G Com- 
pany, First Regiment, Missouri 
Home Guard, during the World War. 
After the disbandment of the Home 
Guard several overseas officers of 
the 138th were invited to take 
charge of the reorganized Nationa! 
Guard Regiment, but declined. Ata 
time when the reorganization of the 
regiment was a difficult and doubt- 
ful task, Thornton was chosen to the 
command and has siven much time 
and effort to the work. 

Now, when the recent overseas cf- 
ficers are re-established in a busi- 
ness way, and the war weariness of 
officers and men has lessened, some 
feel that the regimert would attract 
more overseas vetersns to its mem- 
Lership, and would be in closr re- 
lations with the American Lezion if 
ar. overseas officer were ‘in com- 
mand. 

Of the three Battalion Comman- 
dere, one, Maj. J. J. Mei.augc'ilin. 
served overseas. The other Majors 
ace L. C. Kingsland and B. 8. Good- 
man. 

Otficers who attended last nizht 
meeting would not make krown de- 
tails of the complaint aguinst Cui.
